Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
announced the interest boost, long- 
rumored in banking circles. Treas­ 
ury certificates which have carried 
l*n per cent will, in the next offer­ 
ing. be posted at I 1* per cent and 
other securities rates will rise ac­ 
cordingly. 
The hoped-for result is a damper 
on credit expansion. This is because 
private interest rates usually follow 
the government pattern; if so, it 
will cost more to borrow money and 
to float bond Issues. 
in theory, at least, there will be 
less spending of borrowed money 
and hence the upward pressure on 
prices will diminish. 
Long-Term Rates Unchanged 
Secretary S n y d e r emphasized, 
however, th at no change will be 
made In the government's policy of 
holding down the interest rate on 
its long term bonds. 
But the higher rates announced 
will affect more than $10,500,000,000 
of government borrowing within the 
next few weeks. Securities in that 
amount are falling due on Septem­ 
ber 15 and October I, and will be 
replaced with offerings a t the im­ 
proved interest rate.

While the gentlemen in the Kremlin are trying 
to decide whether to let Berlin live o r make further 
effo rts to destro y it, the 40,000,000 Germans in the 
British-Americ?.n o ccupatio n zo ne are eating better 
than they^ have at any time since the o ccupatio n 
began. 
ITie o fficial ratio n fo r the so -called “no rmal 
co nsumer.” the lo west ratio n gro up, was 1,550 calo ries 
per day at the beginning o f 1948. 
(Heavy wo rkers 
get mo re fo o d, o f co urse» . 
In July the basic ratio n 
jumped to 1.990 calo ries. 
The average in the United 
States is upwards o f 3.000, but few o ther co untries 
appro ach that—and many Americans eat to o much. 
Causes o t the impro ved Gerfhan diet are better 
cro ps, the currency refo rm, which killed the black 
market and Iur'*d quantities o f fo o d o ut o f hiding, and 
aid fro m the Euro pean Reco very Pro gram. 
The re­ 
sults, already visible are impro ved pro ductio n thro ugh­ 
o ut the jo in^ o ccupatio n zo ne and a new high in Ruhr 
co a. o utput. 
American autho rities o n the gro und estimate that 
the ratio n fo r tne 40.000.000 Germans in the west is 
no w between 41* and 50 per cent higher than that o f 
the 17,000 uO(' German.- in the Russian o ccuiaicd zo ne. 
As o ne American o fficial put it succinctly. “Yo u can’t 
feed a big Russian o ccupatio n army o ff the land, ship 
fo o d o ut o f the zo ne and still feed the Germans well.” 
The co nf’ast in diets may have no effect upo n 
the o verseer? in the Kremlin.

lo st o n the Germans—including tho se in the east who 
fan L say o penly wnat they think and feel.

The Dispo sal Of Waste 


The Marj’land Co mmissio n o n Higher Educatio n 
has decided that it will no t pursue further its reco m­ 
mendatio n fo r the abando nment o f Fro stburg State 
Teachers Co llege. 
That go es fo r Princess Anne Co l­ 
lege, to o . 
The statement issued by William L. Marbury, 
chairman o f the co mmissio n o ver the weekend, makes 
it quite clear that its decisio n was pro mpted by the 
realizatio n that it deems it useless to press the reco m­ 
mendatio n in the face o f po litical o ppo sitio n and 
inHuence. 
Mr. Marbury’s co ntinued belief that the Fro stburg 
Teachers Co llege sho uld be abando ned is suppo rted by 
o ther members. 
Mr. Talbo t T. Speer, who is o f the 
co nvictio n that the Mo untain City institutio n is “ex­ 
pensive and o utmo ded,” wo uld prefer that future 
teachers be scho o led under the University o f Mary­ 
land. There is so me lo gic in his tho ught in that by 
a centralizatio n the o verall co st o f maintaining State 
Teachers Co lleges wo uld be reduced. 
At the same 
time, the co st to the individual student wo uld pro bably 
be increased under such a plan. 
The o ne member o f the co mmissio n, who has had 
a change o f mind since the reco mmendatio ns were 
made is Dr. Arthur H. Hawkins, no ted Cumberland 
jurgeo n. 
He is cf the o pinio n that it wo uld be a 
mistake to fo llo w thro ugh o n the reco mmendatio ns. 
He has co me to that co nclusio n because he finds the 
Fro stburg situatio n impro ved and that the co mmunity 
ts exercising greater interest in its co ntinuance and 
develo pment. 
There can be no do ubt o f that but it 
will be generally agreed that the develo pment phase 
ts restricted. 
The Fro stburg State Teachers Co llege is serving 
a great need and until so mething better is devised to 
replace it the State wo uld, sho uld it clo se it, co mmit 
a disservice to the peo ple o f Western Maryland. 
The matter o f a Junio r Co llege has lo ng been 
under co rusideratio n by tho se clo sely asso ciated with 
the educatio nal pro blems in this sectio n o f Maryland, 
and it is being kept co nstantly in mind. Sho uld such 
a pro ject beco me a reality it do es no t o f necessity fo l­ 
lo w that the Fro stburg institutio n wo uld be the 
nucleus. 
As a matter o f fact, it pro bably wo uld 
no t because the Fro stburg State Teachers Co llege 
o ffers neither the facilities which wo uld be required 
no r the pro pe» * lo catio n. 
It wo uld, in all pro bability, 
te mo re centrally situated in relatio n to Cumberland 
In o rder that advantage might be taken o f the many 
Uiings it co uld o ffer. 
It is believed that tho se who 
are interesting themselves in such a pro ject have 
their eyes o n sites into which such an ambitio us pro ­ 
gram co uld be fitted. 
But the impo rtant thing fo r no w is that there 
will be no co ncerted effo rt to bring abo ut the abando n­ 
ment o f Fro stburg State Teachers Co llege. 
That fact 
Fho uld give relief and satisfactio n to the peo ple o f 
no t o nly Fro stburg but every co mmunity in Western 
Maryland.

To make up fo r 
the lo ss, the W’ater in tu rn o btains 
additio nal am o unts fro m the air. 
If the water is shallo w, swift mo v­ 
ing, o r ru ns o ver ro cks o r falls, 
it has a high rate o f aeratio n and 
can o btain mo re o xygen ju st as fast 
as it is used up by the ferm enting 
substances. 
B u t with deep 
and 
slo w mo ving streams, purificatio n 
is harder to acco mplish and requires 
a lo nger time. 
All such facto rs m ust be taken 
into co nsideratio n in dealing with 
pro blems o f this natu re. To o ver­ 
co me the risks, sew^age treatm ent 
is no w emplo yed wherever neces­ 
sary. This has m any health impli­ 
catio ns but is im po rtant al.so alo ng 
a different line. Lakes and rivers 
again beco me beautiful, the surface 
is no t littered with debris o r co vered 
with o il, unsightly depo sits no lo ng­ 
er spo il the sho re line, the o do r o f 
fresh water retu rns and .so do the 
fish, and swimming is po s.sible. In 
this respect, the entire co mmunity 
benefits. 


Dispo sal o f garbage and refuse is 
ano ther cho re. 
Tiiere are 
three 
metho ds no w in vo gue. In districts 
where the residue fro m kitchens 
and spo ilage fro m m arkets can be 
co llected separately, the m aterial 
is o ften fed to ho gs. This is eco ­ 
no mical 
because 
these 
creatm es 
will change everything we thro w 
their way into po rk and lard. But 
the o do r creates a nuisance when 
the pro cedure is do ne o n a large 
scale. Ho g cho lera is also a po s.si- 
bility, as well as o ther diseases 
transmissible by anim al to man. 
One o f the greatest o bjectio ns cen­ 
ters abo ut trichino sis, w'hich is mo re 
prevalent in areas where this cus­ 
to m prevails. 
Fro m 
the 
sanitary 
standpo int, 
high tem peratu re incineratio n o f 
mixed 
garbage 
and 
co mbustible 
refuse is ideal. Bu t the measure has 
its disadvantages, especially when 
the plants are lo cated in densely 
po pulated regio ns. 
In additio n to 
the no ise and o do rs fro m the hau l­ 
ing trucks, slight po llutio n o f the 
atmo sphere may o ccur fro m the ash^ 
and o ther dust particles as they* 
leave the smo kestacks. The smell 
o f the burning m aterial, ho wever, 
can be co ntro lled. 


The third 
and o ldest metho d, 
dumping, is likely to create mo re 
criticism than any o f the o thers 
because no o ne wants to live near­ 
by fo r o bvio us reaso ns. There are 
always smo ldering fires and fumes 
o f burning rubber, and grease, as 
well as dust, dirt, rats, and flies. 
B u t in recent years a mo re refined 
garbage dump has co me into fash­ 
io n; 
even 
the 
name 
has 
been 
changed to “sanitary fill.” It is the 
o ld trick o f burying the litter, but 
o n a large scale. The plan is pro v­ 
ing mo st successful in New* Yo rk 
and o ther regio ns and has reclaimed 
land which o therwise wo uld have 
go ne to waste. Thro ugh special pre­ 
cautio ns, health hazards are being 
eliminated.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9—The sad, 
un-American sto ry o f ho w a Co n- 
gre.ssman’s campaign co ntributio ns 
so metimes go hand in hand witli 
certain 
favo rs—even 
such 
favo rs 
as getting men preferred jxisitio ns 
in the Army—is revealed in an ­ 
o ther ehal^tcr in the po litical lile 
o f Co ngressman J. Parnell Tho mas, 
New Jersey Republican. 
Believing th at Co ngressmen who 
investigate o ther peo ple sho uld be 
able 
to 
withstand 
investigatio n 
themselves, this co lumn has do ne 
so me pro bing into the o peratio ns o f 
th at famo us pro ber — J. Parnell 
Tho mas. 
Already it has develo ped 
th at 
Tho mas, tho ugh Chairm an o f the 
Un-American Activities Co mmittee, 
where he sho uld set an example to 
the wo rld, received kickbacks fro m 
three alleged 
o ffice-wo rkers 
w’ho 
didn’t co me anywhere near hLs o f­ 
fice; also kept o ne bo y away fro m 
o verseas duty by telling the Army 
he was an underco ver agent fo r 
the Un-American Co mmittee. Ho w­ 
ever, this Ls o nly part o f the sto ry. 
Here is so me mo re. 


Rep. Tho mas wro te Tiplitz 
vario us cheery letters pro mising 
help in making him an o fficer, 
o ne o f them repo rting: 
‘Must 
as so o n as 1 go t in WafhinfRo n 
I go t busy o n this ca.se.” 
.Vn- 
o ther alibied: 
‘‘Co nfidentially, 
we have reduced the schedule 
lo r the size o f o ur Army.” 


Ill 1944, when Co ngressman 
Tho mas was up fo r re-electio n 
he received S200 fo r his cam ­ 
paign expenses fro m 
Hyman 
Tiplitz, 162 Fifth Avenue, New 
yo rk, m anu factu rer o f Hy-Type 
Clo thes. Again in 1946, Tho mas 
received $ 100 fro m Tiplitz fo r 
his primary expenses and S200 
fo r his general el€ *ctio ii cam ­ 
paign. 


As a member o f the M ilitary Af­ 
fairs Co mmittee, Tho mas was en­ 
titled to get classified info rmatio n 
fro m the W ar Department. 
But 
it is do ubtful whether he was en­ 
titled to pass it alo ng to o thers. 
Army iie ls Wise 
Meanwhile, yo ung Tiplitz again 
fo und his unit abo ut to go o ver 
sea.s, and again he appealed fur 
help. 
This time he wanted to get 
transferred back to Ft. Hanco ck, 
N. J. 
So Rep, Tho mas went to 
wo rk again, and o n No v. 22 re­ 
po rted back to Tiplitz: 
“I have to day co nferred with Co l. 
W. I. Pearso n, liaiso n o fficer be­ 
tween tlie Ho u.se o f Representatives 
and the W ar Department, and after 
Co l. Pearso n had reviewed the co py 
o f Majo r Spo tswo o d’s letter to yo u 
and the 
many 
endo rsements 
in 
favo r o f a transfer fro m Pendleto n 
to Hanco ck, he indicated th at he 
wo uld reco mmend . . . . th at yo u 
be transferred acco rdingly.” 


But the transfer never to o k place. 
Co i, Pearso n, o r so meo ne in the 
Army had begun to get wise to 
Rep. Tho mas. 
Yo ung Tiplitz at 
lo ng last had to go to the Pacific 
with his Co ast Artillery unit. 
Ho wever, because o f his statu s a.s 
clerk, he never did get anywhere 
near the battle fro nt and wro te 
several letters to Tho mas abo ut this 
fact. 
One. dated Ju ne 11, 1945, 
fro m the Philippines, said, almo st 
regretfully: 


‘‘Frankly, my particular po si­ 
tio n as a clerk has given me no 
o ppo rtunity to see actual battle. 
,\ll I knov% is 
what 
I 
hear 
fro m tho se who have heeii up 
fro nt. 
In fact, I have yet to 
co me acro ss a .lap either living 
o r dead.” 


Again o n Ju ne 6. 1945, Tiplitz 
wro te th at he had sent so me battle 
stars ho me to his nephew*. 
“This 
little guy," he co mmented almo st 
sadly, ‘‘is co ntinuo usly killing Jap.s 
in his living ro o m, while his uncle 
has liad no o ppo rtunity to either 
kill o r see o ne alive.” 


Tho mas Gets Reward 


No w Hyman Tiplitz do es no t live 
in New Jersey, is no t o ne o f Tho m ­ 
as’s co nstituents. Therefo re, why 
sho uld he take the tro uble to co n­ 
tribute? Here was the reaso n: 


On Dec. 6. 191.3, Tiplitz. ap­ 
parently certain the transfer 
was arrangt*d, wro te to Tho mas: 
”l£ est 
assured 
th at 
no 
o ne 
kno ws no r has any idea 
abo ut 
ho w transfer is being effected. 
They understand th at the pres­ 
sure is being bro ught to bear by 
Ft. Hanco ck. 
I have pleaded 
co mplete igno rance.” 


Tiplitz also wro te a letter to Rep. 
Tho mas telling ho w’ he had saved 
"o ver $ 500 since w*e left Hawaii 
and I have sent the mo ney ho me 
fo r dad to purchase bo nds fo r me.” 
When the new Chairm an o f the 
Un-American Activities Co mmittee 
received this letter, he pencilled a 
circle ro und the $ 500 and put it 
away fo r future reference. 
Sig­ 
nificantly. it was exactly $ 500 th at 
the Tiplitz fainjiy co ntributed to 
Tho m as’s re-electio n campaign. 


Escaping Co mbat Duty 
In 1942, the first year o f the war, 
Hyman Tiplitz had a so n, Geo rge, 
in the Army, who .se jo b wa.s to line 
up entertainm ent fo r InKjps at Ft. 
Hanco ck, N. J. On April 15, I94‘2, 
yo ung Tiplitz wro te Rep. Tho ma.s: 
“Last w'eek o ur entire regiment 
w’as examined to find tho se physi­ 
cally fit fo r fo reign and field duty. 
The do cto rs fo und me to be in 
perfect physical co nditio n. Mo nday 
o f this week I was given yello w 
fever injectio n. All this co mes after 
a W ar D(‘partnient letter udvi.sing 
all .statio n co mplements th at their 
perso nnel wo uld be co mpo sed o f 
so ldiers who are physically u nfit 
fo r field duty.”

Rep. Tho mas wro te back April 
30, 1942, advising Tiplitz “no t 
to cro ss any bridges . . . u n ­ 
til vo u co me to them, and when 
that time co mes, yo u sho uld 
co ntact me immediately.”

ured his bridge was abo ut to be 
cro ssea and frantically wro te Rep.

buddies went o verseas, but, des­ 
pite his e.veelleiit physical eo ii- 
ditio ii, tiplitz was transferred 
to the ( o ast .\rtillery, later go ­ 
ing to Camp 
Pendleto n,

where he enjo yed the statu s o f 
clerk. 


But In April. 1943, Tiplitz, no t 
.sati.siied with being a clerk, .so ught

Jr.. reco mmended liim, but Capt.

To day, at tiie little to wn o f West 
Branch, Io wa, is being celebrated 
the '^4th birthday anniversary o f ex- 
Prt'sident Herbert Ho o ver. This is 
o ne o f .several cu rrent event.s re­ 
flecting a natio n-wide iiheno mtmo n, 
the pre.sently high elevatio n o f Mr. 
Ho o ver in public esteem and affcn:- 
tio n. 
The celebratio n at West Branch 
no do ubt will deal with Mr. Ho o ver’s 
life and « wo rks. Tliis if do ne ade­ 
quately, co uld be an American epic. 
If so meo ne witli po etic imaginatio n 
were to narrate Mr. Ho o ver’s career, 
it might be do ne in a .series o f 
stanzas, each picturing him as set­ 
ting o ut upo n o ne o f his far-rang­ 
ing enterprises and high adventures, 
and each stanza picturing him as 
si.ying, "Saddle my ho rse and call 
my men.”

It was the 
headsship o f staffs, many o f who m 
became lo ng-time asso ciates, and 
came to call him “Chief,” in enter­ 
prises made ro mantic by the remo te 
qu arters o f the wo rld into which 
they to o k him, the early o nes pri­ 
vate and indiustrial, the later o nes 
public and hu m anitarian. 
Enterprises No t Military 
"Saddle my ho rse and call my 
m en” so unds military, suggests a 
night setting o ut upo n war o r cru ­ 
sade. But Mr. Ho o ver’.s enterpri.sc.s 
wciT no t inilifary. Until he wa.s 40 
they were in the wo rld o t private 
industry, hu m anitarian o nly in the 
sense that they resulted in m aterial 
enrichment o f the wo rld—he dug 
and refined go ld in Australia, tin in 
Burma, 
iro n 
in Russia, 
co al 
in 
China, 
vario us 
metals 
in 
o ther 
co untries. By 1914 that wa.s o ver. 
To Mr. Ho o ver at 74, that mii.st .seem 
lo ng ago and far away. 
With the beu nning «»1 the First 
Wo rld 
War Mr. 
Ho o vers enter- 
piLses bei’ame publie, their purpo .se 
tlirectly benevo lent, many o f tiieir 
titles co ntaining the wo rd “relief." 
Early o nes were chairm anship o f 
the American Relief Co mmittee in 
Lo ndo n < to help Americans stranded 
in Euro pe by the war» , and the 
chairm anship o f the Co mmi.ssio n to r 
Relief m Belgium. In perso n fre­ 


quently, o r thro ugh o rganizatio ns 
he headed, Mr. Ho o ver, thro ugho ut 
the year.s since he wuus 40. eo n- 
ducted relief in mo st o f the co im- 
tri(‘.s o f th(‘ wo rld. Relief, thro ugh 
public o rganizatio n o r private bene- 
vclence, co ntinued to be a m ajo r 
preo ccupatio n o f Mr. Ho o ver even 
after his career had expanded into 
vernment and public affairs in 
the bro ad sense: to day he is the 
head o r anim ating spirit o f a sco re 
o f benevo lent o rganizatio n.s. 
One wo uld like to think alxjut the 
elevated esteem fo r Mr. Ho o ver o n 
the part o f a new generatio n reflects 
a bro ad and definite tu ni in the 
spirit o f the wo rld—th at it ju.stifie.s 
E m e r s o n 's a.ssurance, "Heartily 
kno w, w’hen the half-go ds go . the 
go d’s arrive.” 
There .Vre Signs o f This 
In America there arc signs o f thi.s 
in the retu rn o f esteem fo r Mr. 
Ho o ver, and also such men as Mr. 
Bernard M. Baruch, acco mpanied by 
departure fro m o fficial po wer o f 
men o f the scho o l o f tho ught o f Mr. 
Henry A. Wallace. In America there 
is go ing o n a clearly reco gnizable 
re-magnetizing and re-o rienting, a 
fo cusing to ward o ld principles and 
the expo nents and symbo ls o f them.

•cross it to 2.000.000 Berlin citizens. 
From the start 
also Roosevelt kept it dark that Communists were 
entering his Administration, although the Dies com­ 
mittee gave names and positions. 
Either they were 
not investigated or “no proof was forthcoming.” 
Meanwhile, as current testimony asserts, secrets 
were relayed to Russia by men whom the Roosevelt- 
Truman brand of secrecy apparently exonerated and 
protected—a vicious paradox, if ever there was one.

Abandonment of Teachers 
College Not To Be Pressed 
The Maryland Commission on Higher Education 
has decided that it will not pursue further its recoin - 
mendauoa for th t abandonment of Frostburg State 
Teachers College. 
That goes for Princess Anne Col­ 
lege. too. 
The statement issued by William L. Marbury, 
chairman of the commission over the weekend, makes 
it quite clear that its decision was prompted by the 
realization that it deems it useless to press the recom­ 
mendation in the face of political opposition and 
influence. 
Mr. Marbury’s continued belief that the Frostburg 
Teachers College should be abandoned is supported by 
other members. 
Mr. Talbot T. Speer, who is of the 
conviction that the Mountain City institution is “ex­ 
pensive and outmoded” would prefer that future 
teachers be schooled under the University of Mary­ 
land. There is some logic in his thought in that by 
a centralization the overall cost of maintaining State 
Teachers Colleges would be reduced. 
At the same 
Line, the cost to the individual student would probably 
be increased under such a plan. 
The one member of the commission, who has had 
a change of mind since the recommendations were 
made is Dr. Arthur H. Hawkins, noted Cumberland 
turgeon. 
He is cf the opinion that it would be a 
mistake to follow through on the recommendations. 
He has come to that conclusion because he finds the 
Frostburg situation improved and that the community 
Is exercLsmp greater interest in its continuance and 
development. 
There can be no doubt of that but it 
will be generally abreed that the development phase 
is restricted 
The Frostburg State Teachers College is serving 
a great need and until something better is devised to 
replace it the State would, should it close it, commit 
a absentee to the people of Western Maryland. 
The matter of a Junior College has long been 
under consideration by those closely associated with 
the educational problems in this section of Maryland, 
and it is Deing kept constantly in mind. Should such 
a project become a reality it does not of necessity fol­ 
low that the Frostburg institution would be the 
nucleus. 
As a m atter of fact, it probably would 
cot because the Frostburg State Teachers College 
offers neither the facilities which would be required 
nor the proper location. 
It would, in all probability, 
te more centrally situated in relation to Cumberland 
in order that advantage might be taken of the many 
things it could offer. 
It is believed that those who 
are interesting themselves in such a project have 
their eyes on sites into which such an ambitious pro­ 
gram could be fitted. 
But the important thing for now is that there 
will be no concerted effort to bring about the abandon­ 
ment of Frostburg State Teachers College. 
That fact 
should give relief and satisfaction to the people of 
not only Frostburg but every community in Western 
Maryland.

While the gentlemen in the Kremlin are trying 
to decide whether to let Berlin live or make further 
efforts to destroy it, the 40.000.000 Germans in the 
British-Americ^n occupation zone are eating better 
than they have at any time since the occupation

The official ration for the so-called “normal 
consumer

per day at the beginning of 1948.

In July the basic ration 
jumped to 1.9% calories. 
The average in the United 
States is upwards of 3.000, but few other countries 
approach tha’—and many Americans eat too much. 
Causes ot the improved German diet are better 
crops, the currency reform, which killed the black 
market and lur'd quantities of food out of hiding, and 
aid from the E uropean Recovery Program. 
The re­

out the join* occupation zone and a new’ high rn Ruhr 
cow. output. 
American authorities on the ground estimate that 
the ration for tne 40.000.000 Germans in the west is 
now bet wen. 40 and 50 per cent higher than that of 
the IT OOO LO German' in the Russian occupied zone. 
As one American official put it succinctly. “You can’t 
feed a big Russian occupation army off the land, ship 
food out of the zone and still feed the Germans well.” 
The contrast in diets may have no effect upon 
the overseer* Ll the Kremlin.

Lakes and rivers 
again become beautiful, U ms surface 
is not littered with debris or covered 
with oil, unsightly deposits no long­ 
er spoil the silo re line, the odor of 
fresh water returns and so do the 
fish, and swimming is possible. In 
this respect, the entire community 
benefits.

Disposal of garbage and refuse Is 
another chore. 
There are three 
methods now rn vogue. In districts 
where the residue from kitchens 
and spoilage from markets can be 
collected separately, the m aterial 
is often fed to hogs. This is eco­ 
nomical 
because 
these 
creatures 
will change everything we throw 
their way into pork and lard. But 
the odor creates a nuisance when 
the procedure is done on a large 
scale. Hog cholera is also a possi­ 
bility, as well as other diseases 
transmissible by animal to man. 
One of tile greatest objections cen­ 
ters about trichinosis, which is more 
prevalent in areas where this cus­ 
tom prevails. 
From 
the 
sanitary 
standpoint, 
high temperature incineration of 
mixed 
garbage 
and 
combustible 
refuse is ideal. But the measure has 
its disadvantages, especially when 
the plants are located in densely 
populated regions. In addition to 
the noise and odors from the haul­ 
ing trucks, slight pollution of the 
atmosphere may occur from the ash 
and other dust particles as they* 
leave the smokestacks. The smell 
of the burning material, however, 
can be controlled. 


The third and oldest method, 
dumping, is likely to create more 
criticism than any of the others 
because no one wants to live near­ 
by for obvious reasons. There are 
always smoldering fires and fumes 
of burning rubber, and grease, as 
well as dust, dirt, rats, and flies. 
But in recent years a more refined 
garbage dump has come into fash­ 
ion: 
even 
the 
name 
has 
been 
changed to “sanitary fill.” It is the 
old trick of burying the litter, but 
on a large scale. The plan is prov­ 
ing most successful in New’ York 
and other regions and has reclaimed 
land which otherwise would have 
gone to waste. Through special pre­ 
cautions. health hazards are being 
eliminated.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Rep. Thomas Got $500 In Campaign Contributions After Arranging Soldier's 
Transfer; Un-American Activities Committee Head Lives In Glass House 


------------------------------------------ Says DREW PEARSON ------------------------------------------ 


WASHINGTON. Aug. 9—The sad, 
un-American story of how a Con­ 
gressm ans campaign contributions 
sometimes go hand in hand with 
certain favors—even such 
favors 
as getting men preferred positions 
in the Army—is revealed in an­ 
other chapter In the political life 
of Congressman J. Parnell Thomas, 
New Jersey Republican. 
Believing that Congressmen who 
investigate other people should be 
able 
to 
withstand 
investigation 
themselves, this column has done 
some probing into the operations of 
that famous prober — J. Parnell 
Thomas. 
Already it has developed th at 
Thomas, though Chairman of the 
Un-American Activities Committee, 
where he should set an example to 
the world, received kickbacks from 
three alleged 
office-workers 
who 
didn’t come anywhere near his of­ 
fice; also kept one boy away from 
overseas duty by telling the Army 
he was an undercover agent for 
the Un-American Committee. How­ 
ever, ‘his is only part of the story. 
Here is some more. 


Rep. Thomas wrote Tiplitx 
various cheery letters promising 
help in making him sn officer, 
one of them reporting: 
"Just 
as soon as I got in Waffling ton 
I got busy on this esse.” 
An­ 
other alibied: 
“Confidentially, 
we have reduced the schedule 
for the size of our Army.” 


In 1944, when Congressman 
Thomas was up for re-election 
he received $200 for his cam­ 
paign expenses from Hyman 
Tiplitz, 162 Fifth Avenue, New 
york, manufacturer of Hy-Type 
Clothes. Again in 1946. Thomas 
received $100 from Tiplitz for 
his primary expenses and $200 
for his general election cam­ 
paign. 


As a member of the Military Af­ 
fairs Committee. Thomas was en­ 
titled to get classified information 
from the War Department. 
But 
it is doubtful whether he was en­ 
titled to pass it along to others. 
Army Gets Wise 
Meanwhile, young Tiplitz again 
found Ills unit about to go over 
seas, and again he appealed for 
help. 
This time he wanted to get 
transferred back to Ft. Hancock, 
N. J. 
So Rep. Thomas went to 
work again, and on Nov. 22 re­ 
ported back to Tiplitz: 
“I have today conferred with Col. 
W. I. Pearson, liaison officer be­ 
tween the House of Representatives 
and the War Department, and after 
Col. Pearson had reviewed the copy 
of Major Spotswood s letter to you 
and the 
many 
endorsements 
in 
favor of a transfer from Pendleton 
to Hancock, he indicated th at he 
would recommend . . . . that you 
be transferred accordingly.” 


“Frankly, my particular posi­ 
tion as a clerk has given me no 
opportunity to see actual battle. 
All I know is 
what 
I 
hear 
from those who have been up 
front. 
In fact. I have yet to 
come across a Jap either living 
or dead.” 


Again on June 6. 1945. Tiplitz 
wrote that he had sent some battle 
stars home to his nephew. 
“This 
little guy,” he commented almost 
sadly, “is continuously killing Japs 
in his living room, while his uncle 
has had no opportunity to either 
kill or see one alive.” 


Thomas Gets Reward

Now Hyman Tiplitz does not live 
in New Jersey, is not one of Thom­ 
as's constituents. Therefore, why 
should he take the trouble to con­ 
tribute? Here was the reason: 
Escaping Combat Duty 
In 1942. the first year of the war, 
Hyman Tiplitz had a son. George, 
in the Army, whose Job was to lint* 
up enterlaium cnt for trooiis at Ft. 
Hancock. N. J. On April 15. 1942, 
young Tiplitz wrote Rep. Thomas: 
“Last week our entire regiment 
was examined to find those physi­ 
cally fit for foreign and field duty. 
The doctors found me to be in 
perfect physical condition. Monday 
of tills week I was given yellow 
fever injection. All this comes after 
a War Department letter advising 
all station complements that their 
personnel would be composed of 
soldiers who are physically unfit 
for field duty.” 


On Dec. 6. 1943, Tiplilz, ap­ 
parently certain the transfer 
was arranged, wrote to Thomas: 
“Rest 
assured 
that 
no 
one 
knows nor has any Idea 
about 
how transfer is being effected. 
They understand that the pres­ 
sure is being brought to bear by 
FL Hancock. 
I have pleaded 
complete ignorance.” 


Tiplitz also wrote a letter to Rep. 
Thomas telling how he had saved 
“over $500 since we left Hawaii 
and I have sent the money home 
for dad to purchase bonds for me.” 
When the new Chairman of the 
Un-American Activities Committee 
received this letter, he pencilled a 
circle round the $500 and put it 
away for future reference. 
Sig­ 
nificantly, it was exactly $500 that 
the Tiplitz family contributed to 
Thomas's re-election campaign. 


Another Of Several Current

Today, at the little town of West 
Branch. Iowa, is being celebrated 
the 74th birthday anniversary of ex- 
Presidcnt Herbert Hoover. This is 
one of several current events re­ 
flecting a nation-wide phenomenon, 
the presently high elevation of Mr. 
Hoover in public esteem and affec­ 
tion. 
The celebration at West Branch 
no doubt will deal with Mr. Hoover's 
life and «w*orks. This if done ade­ 
quately, could be an American epic. 
If someone with poetic imagination 
were to narrate Mr. Hoover's career. 
it might be done in a series of 
stanzas, each picturing him as set­ 
ting out upon one of his far-rang­ 
ing enterprises and high adventures, 
and each stanza picturing him as 
saying, “Saddle my horse and call 
my men." For that was the nature 
of Mr. Hoovers career. It was the 
headsship of staffs, many of whom 
became long-time associates, and 
came to call him “Chief.” in enter­ 
prises made romantic by the remote 
quarters of the world into which 
they took him, the early ones pri­ 
vate and industrial, the later ones 
public and hum anitarian. 
Enterprises Not Military 
“Saddle my horse and call my 
m en” sounds military, suggests a 
night setting out upon war or cru­ 
sade. But Mr. Hoover's enterprises 
were not military. Until he was 40 
they were in the world of private 
industry, hum anitarian only in the 
sense that they resulted in material 
enrichment of the world—he dug 
and refined gold in Australia, tin in 
Burma, iron 
in Russia, coal 
in 
China, 
various 
metals 
in 
other 
countries. By 1914 that was over. 
To Mr Hoover at 74, that must seem 
long ago and far away. 
With the beginning ol the First 
World 
War Mr. 
Hoover's enter­ 
prises became public, tiieir purpose 
directly benevolent, many of their 
titles containing the word “relief.” 
Early ones were chairmanship of 
the American Relief Committee in 
London «to help Americans stranded 
in Europe by the war*, and the 
chairmanship of the Commission for 
Relief in Belgium. In person fre­ 


quently. or through organizations 
he headed, Mr. Hoover, throughout 
the years since he was 40, con­ 
ducted relief In most of the coun­ 
tries of the world. Relief, through 
public organization or private bene­ 
volence. continued to be a major 
preoccupation of Mr. Hoover even 
after his career had expanded into 
vernment and public affairs in 
the broad sense: today he is the 
head or animating spirit of a score 
of benevolent organizations. 
One would like to think about the 
elevated esteem for Mr. Hoover on 
the part of a new generation reflects 
a broad and definite turn in the 
spirit of the world—that it justifies 
E m e r s o n ’s assurance, “Heartily 
know, when the half-gods go. the 
god s arrive.” 
. There Are Signs of This 
In America there are signs of this 
in the return of esteem for Mr. 
Hoover, and also such men as Mr. 
Bernard M. Baruch, accompanied by 
departure from official {lower of 
men of the school of thought of Mr. 
P enn' A. Wallace. In America there 
is going on a clearly recognizable 
re-magnetizing and re-orienting, a 
focusing toward old principles and 
the exponents and symbols of them. 
Much of this I* due to the patient 
and constant expounding of the 
principles of American individual­ 
ism which Mr. Hoover has carried 
on. 
In the world as a whole, however, 
it can hardly be said that the half­ 
gods are going, the gods coming 
back. Within a few months we have 
seen one of the world's authentic 
great. 
Prime 
Minister Smuts of 
South Africa, dessert from power 
by his country. And in Britain we 
see one of the authentic great of 
history. Winston Churchill, almost 
a personal embodiment of the Brit- 
l h lion, in exile from official p >w- 
er. displaced by Mr. Clement Att­

Churchill rn a tart epigram, “a sheep 
in sheep's clothing.”

1948 National Campaign Can 


Now Be Started In Earnest

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 — The 
national campaign can begin in 
earnest now. The two national con­ 
ventions and their supplement—the 
special session of Congress — are 
over. 
Both sides scored headlines on the 
special session. President Truman 
first dramatized the high cost of 
living as an issue and the Repub­ 
licans then dramatized the Com­ 
munist infiltration into the Demo­ 
cratic administration. 
The debate on both points will 
continue till election day. Judged 
by previous campaigns in American 
history — one as recently as two 
years ago—the cost of living affects 
more voters than any other single 
issue. It was m eat control by OPA 
and shortage of meat th at lost both 
Houses of Congress for the Demo­ 
crats in November 1946. 
Likewise 
the lack of action by the Democrats 
against communism in the govern­ 
ment was a major factor in that 
campaign as waged by the Repub­ 
licans.

Despite the 
President’s effort to make it appear 
th at the House un-American Activi­ 
ties Committee is just now drag­ 
ging a “red herring” across the trail 
of other issues, this committee has 
been in being for several years and 
every* time the question of appro­ 
priating funds for continuing the 
inquiries has arisen, the result has 
been in favor of the committee by 
more than a two-thirds vote of the 
House of Representatives. 


Inflation is a complicated ques­ 
tion that is not going to be settled 
on the stump. Prejudices, however, 
can be created on both sides and 
votes influenced even though the 
argument will get away from the 
merits. That's why the call for a 
special session by the President was 
transparently political—an effort to 
blame just the Republicans. Small 
wonder the Republicans retorted 
with their “spy" investigation. Ai 
for “red herrings.” the two parties 
have been drawing them against 
each other on current issues ever 
since the 1946 election that produced 
a 
political 
division 
between the 
White House and Congress. 
No m atter what the special ses­ 
sion has passed in the way of legis­ 
lation. the cost of living could not 
have been affected very much ill 
the next ninety days before election. 
But the impression th at one party 
or the other is responsible for the 
current soaring of prices is some­ 
thing the political folks will try to 
convey, irrespective of what the 
true causes of high prices may be. 
Curve of Contentment 
Quite A Political Strength 


But the transfer never took place.

In a presidential campaign, th« 
principal factor is the curve of con­ 
tentment. It might be assumed thai 
the high wage and employment level 
leads to a vote of gratitude by the 
beneficiaries 
But it didn't in 1946 
As for 1948 there may be something 
prophetic in this paragraph from 
the recently published book author­ 
ized by Henry L. Stimson, cabinet 
officer 
who s e r v e d 
under six 
presidents: 
“The election of 1930 had put the 
opposition in control of both Houses 
and Mr. Hoover found himself the 
victim of what Stimson considered 
the most unfortunate single aspect 
of the American constitutional sys­ 
tem. Like Mf. Taft and Mr. V’lkon 
before him, he learned that failures 
resulting from an impasse between 
President and Congress are usually 
held against the President.” 
Maybe history will repeat itself.
